There are Ibres kinds of trees from 
• bkh tallow candles can be made, and 
each ts named the tallow ties. One 
la tha Ptllllugla sablfera. the latter 
word algnlfylug “tallow-bearing.’' It 
la a native of China Each of Its 
fruits Is about half an ineb Iu (liatne- 
tar sud Its* three sead*. which ara cov- 
ered by a kind of wax. used (bare for 
making candle*. They are boiled In 
Urge caldrons, sod then sufficiently 
bruised to ansble tbe fat to be re- 
moved, without breaking tba seeds, 
and pressed The candles made from 
this wax are coated with Insect wax 
to prevent them fiom melting in bot 
weather Another tallow tree ts (he 
Valeria indies. It grows In the West- 
ern Ghauts of India, up to 4.000 feet 
above tha sea. It t* a large ever- 
green tree slaty feet blgb. with whit- 
ish tsrk. The ssed yields a white, or 
pale ye' ow, solid and concrete fat. 
burnt In lamps and told and used in 
tha manufacture of randies and soap, 
obtained by boiling tbe fruit. It has 
a taint, agreeable odor; melts st 37 5 
degress, aud is soluble in alcohol. A 
third Uas from whiah (allow candle* 
can be mads is the Afrloaa hatter trae 
or 8b«a tree named also Basils 
Par kit. after Mungo Paik. Tbs fruit 
yields, when cut, s yellow, greasy 
juice extracted from the seeds by 
boiling them In water.

These blocks are so closely 
fitted together that water cannot pass 
between them, aud tbe whole pave- 
ment looks like one gigantic draught 
board.
